Nor 
di@ theré have even the appearance of 
avy right of “squatter sovereiguty,” save 
the simple claims held by a few plooder- 
ing adventurers to the share of a buffalo 
robe in a wigwam.

They ceded or sold them. By what au- 
thority? They never bought them. They 
never occupied them. They were not 
theirs, nor could they dispose of them. 


The question now comes;—to whom do 
the lands of Utah belong? Did they ever be- 
long to Mexico? No! Then Mexico bad no 
right to dispose of them. Did they ever 
belong to the government of the United 
States? No! The Government of the 
United States could not obtain a title for 
them from any legal source. To whom

It may be interesting to the public to 
learn that some three or four years ago, 
a Superintendent of Indian Affairs was 
appointed ; that subsequent to that a com- 
mission was appointed by the Department 
to inquire into his behavior, and disburse- 
ments; that subsequently an officer from 
the veritable bureau was appointed and 
forwarded to Utah to inquire into the 
whole affair. And subsequent to all (we 
only give the information for the benefit 
of the community) a new Superintendent 
ison his way; and the old one on his 
tracks, close bebind him, to rectify all dif- 
ficulties. 

In ancient times, say some three or four 
years agu, we bad but little difficulty iu 
settling our Indian troubles. The reason 
was that the Exccutive, as he ought to 
be, was Superintendent, and the arms of 
the military forces were at his command. 
But no forcible measures were used save 
when necessary. Av Jodian was not shot 
down for stealing a shirt, or begging 
plece of tebacco. Defence and self-pres- 
ervation were the only objects in view. 
Au Indian is entitled to justice and fair 
dealing equally to avy other buman be- 
ing. Should be be shot down for steal- 
ing a blanket, when he found the owner 
trespassing upon his own lands? Is he 
not entitled to at Icast as fair play as the 
blackguard whiteman, who, adding treach- 
ery that the Judian is not informed in to 
thieving and murder, betrays with a kiss? 


If the Government of the United States- 


has any sovereign claim to lands in Utah, 
why do they not properly represent them? 
If they have not, why nut treat for them 
in Utah as they have done in other States 
and Territories? This humbeg of eppoint- 
ments, first of a Superintendent who nev- 
er saw an Indian; then e Surveyor to try 
him for delinquencies ; next a bureau clerk 
to examine all matters; and Gnally the 
old Saperiatendent to follow ap or accow- 
pany the new one, to make troubles still 
more troublesome.

THE PROPER TIME TO TAKE UP AND PLANT 
OUT FRUIT TREES IN UTAH. 


Much depends on the fine, healthy con- 
dition of the trees, and the time when 
transplanted, to insure success. is 
equally necessary to have the ground pro- 
perly prepared, and the trees planted the 
same depth that they stood in the narsery. 
The after cultare to correspond to the 
natural wants of the trees. 

Resolved, that in cousideration of the 
importance of early planting in the spring 
in this climate, which should be done as 
soon as the frost will permit, we re- 
commend that the trees to be transplant- 
ed be taken up in the fall and laid in a 
trench and properly protected during 
winter; they will thereby escape any in- 
jury by frost. The fall is generally the 
most favorable time for the removal of 
trees from the nursery to the final place 
of planting. ‘They are not so much ex- 
posed to frost as in the spring. Indeed, 
much time would be gaived by having the 
trees on the ground where they are to be 
replanted. 


METHOD OF LAXING TREES IN TRENCHES FOR 
PLANTING IN SPRING. 


Open a trench, ranuing from east to 
west, of suitable depth and width to re- 
ceive their roots; place the trees in the 
trench in a sloping manner towards the 
south on ean angle to correspond to the 
height of the sua at noon in winter. Io 
this position the san has not the iufluence 
to injure the stocks in winter, that it has 
in an upright position. Wet the roots 
with water, and then fill in with fine earth, 
theme as would be required in trans- 
After the roo. are 


, ‘ten pus OF Te 
dry earth to keep the soil from cracking, 
aud thus letting the air down to the roots. 
The apple may be safely transplanted in 
the fall, if properly managed. But the 
above method is preferable. 

The currant should be planted out in 
the fall. Trees may be taken up and 
planted out or trenched by the middie ef 
October, as soon as the leaves become 
inactive by frost. 

It is also recommended, when conven- 
ience will permit, to dig the holes in the 
fall for planting in spring; the frost 
leaves the bard subsoil at the bottom 
much improved, and pulverised several 
inches in depth,

LE Oss OF LIFE ON LAKE 


The steamer Lady Elgin, of the Lake 
Saperior line, which left Chicago on the 
night of Sept. Tth, was ran into about 2 
o’clock the following morning off Wan- 
keegan, by the schooner Augusta, strik- 
ing her abaft the wheel-house. The 
steamer sunk in twenty minutes in 300 
feet of water. Only ninvety-eight persons 
are known to be saved, including the 
clerk, steward and porter. From 800 to 
900 persons are said to have been on 
board, among whom were the Black 
Yagers, Green Yagers and Rifle, and 
several fire companies of Milwaukee, who 
had been on a visit to Chicago. Col. 
Lumsdon, of the New Orleaus Picayune, 
and family were also on board, and are 
supposed to be lost; also H. Ingraham, 
member of the Canadian Parliament, and 
son of the proprietor of the London 
News were aboard and are supposed to 
‘be lost. The books and papers were all 
lost. After the collision the steamer 
floated south to Winetka where she sunk. 

At the time of the accident the schoon- 
er was Sailing at the rate of eleven miles 
an bour. 

No accurate number of persons ov 
board can be given, but the following es- 
timate is nearly correct: 

Excursion party, 800; regular passen- 
gers, 50; steamer’s crew, 35. Of these 
but 98 was saved. 

Capt. Malott, of the schooner Angus- 
ta, in his statement says when he first 
discovered the steamer’s lights both ap 
peared red and bright, and supposed 
them to be from a quarter to half mile) 
distant, steering north or northeast. It 
was raining very hard at the time. “We 
kept our vessel on her course east by 
south ontil we saw a collision probable, 
when we put helm hard up and struck the 
steamer two or three minates afterwards 
jest abaft the paddle-box, on the port 
side.

We 
took in sail and cleared away anchor, 
supposing the vessel would fill. We lost 
sight of the steamer five minutes after 
the collision.
